At the usual hour, 9:30 A. M. 
the service was opened by songs 
with Brother J. B, Ellis choir 
director, and surely the pres- 
ence of the Lord was wonder- 
fully with us. Prayer was called 
for the sick by the General 
Overseer, F. J. Lee. After this 
Sister Armstrong of Ohio gave 
a very timely talk upon the life 
and adornment of the saints. 
Then the General Overseer 
read out the names and ap- 
pointments of the State Over- 
seers, which was well pleasing 
to the entire Assembly. The 
band then rendered some 
music, 

The General Financial Re- 
port was read by J. S. Llewellyn 
from Dec. 1, 1922 to Nov. 1, 
1923; then the General Secre- 
tary’s report by E. J. Boehmer; 
Annual Statistical report was 
given by F. J. Lee. 

Some have made the remarks ' 
that the Church of God was’ 
going down and losing out, but 
statistics show a marked in- 
crease in members, churches, 
bishops, evangelists, deacons, 
Sunday school attendance, and 
church property, which figures 
will appear in the minutes. 

The band gave uS a piece, 
and was followed by hundreds 
ef shouts from the saints. Glad 
hearts, and smiling faces were 
seen from all the saints for our 
good success and gain this 
year despite the dark clouds 
hovering over us. Then Brother 
Llewellyn gave us a record and 
report of over $2000 gain for 
the Evangel this year, following 
which Brother S. W. Latimer 
gave us a very effective talk 
upon the value, ability and bless- 
ing that Brother Llewellyn has 
been to us in his office which 
he has so wonderfully filled. 
The Alabama band boys sang 
a duet which was indeed very 
appropriate, as an honor for the 
faithful service that our dear 
Brother Llewellyn gave us. 
Brother Lemons followed with 
a talk of appreciation for the 
good condition we are now in, 
despite the most émbarrass- 
ing financial conditions we have 
labored under; also it was 
shown by facts and figures that 
we were continually going in 
debt all the while, but now we 
are coming to the front, After 
this Brother Lee gave a report 
of the Bible Correspondence 
Department, and also a report 

was given of the Bible School. 

Then Brother Edmonds of Ohio 
gave a talk bearing on a con- 

fession of his mistake and told 
of his determination to stand 
for the Church of God, 
which was highly enjoyed. 
Brother Ellis gave some re- 
marks on a little indebtedness of 
the School. Following _ this 
Brother T. §S. Payne gave a 
talk and explanation concern- 
ing the “Constitution of the 
Church of God.” Afterwards 
this was submitted to the As- 
sembly for their acceptance 
which was responded to with 
shouts, and full expressions of 
freedom and liberty was mani- 
fested, and many declared they 
were proud of the Constitution. 

The afternoon session opened 
in the usual way with songs and 
prayers for the proceedings of 
the business of the evening. 
The Home Mission Committee 
was reported by Chas. Prince, 
Chairman. A Bible school for

enjoyment in the testimony 
service in this blessed Assem- 
bly. They shouted the victory 
in the old time way.

Sister Isola Irwin, a native 
of Corea, who had been raised 
a Roman Catholic, told her ex- 
perience of how God saved her. 
She is a missionary to the col- 
ored people. In her talk she 
told of some of the needs of the 
Bahama Islands and of her de- 
sire to do more for the Lord, 
and of how she meant by the 
help of the Lord to have a tent 
for her gospel work. As she was 
talking the money began to 
come voluntarily without solic- 
itation until they brought one- 
hundred and thirty-four dol- 
lars and_ thirty-seven cents, 
for this purpose. I under- 
stand this money is to go 
through the Executive Board 
for a tent for her to use in the 
Bahama Islands. 


We thank God for people who 
are willing to give of their 
means to help carry this great 
gospel message. 

Saturday night after’ song 
and prayer service, Brother 
Luther Richard made an open 
‘confession, before the whole 
Assembly, for things which he 
had done and said.

But Facts 


To the Evangel Family: 

Why do the heathen rage and 
the people imagine a vain thing? 
Psa. 2:1. There have gone out 
many vain imaginations on the 
account of some raging. Some 
have imagined that the Church 
of God had just about gone 
down. But those who attended 
the Eighteenth Annual Assembly 
saw that it was rising to higher 
heights than ever before, al- 
though some are still holding to 
their imaginations, that if a cer- 
tain man failed the whole thing 
would go down.

I want to make a little explanation concerning a letter 
that is going out to our Bible students. It is framed up to apply 
to the students alone. This letter is ‘signed, A. J. Tomlinson. 
Now I regret very much to speak of this. I hesitate to disturb 
the restful minds of those who attended the Assembly, for I

I have no idea where they obtained the names of our students 
to send them this proposition. Now it is bad enough that he 
starts a new Correspondence Course. This he has planned to do 
from the time he saw that the ‘Church would hold the Course. 
Though he made his reports to the Assembly to make them be- 
lieve it was theirs, he and Homer claimed the Course to the very 
last. A. J. wrote to me that he had never given up the Course 
and didn’t know that he ever would. So this scheme to get the 
rest of the money which the students are due to pay is just some 
more added to the long list that has gone before. “Yes, if you 
owe the Church of God Bible Correspondence Course cnly.$20.00 
of the $40.00, if you will finish up with me I will take you.through 


for $10.00, or if you owe $10.00, I will take you» through for 
$5.00.” 


He told us when we retained. the Course, that there were

“For they being ignorant of 
God’s righteousness, * * * have 
not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God.” Rom. 
10:3. We cannot submit to our 
own ways, plans or lives and 
submit ourselves to the right- 
eousness of God. To be saved 
means giving up, repenting of 
our sins, turning our backs on 
sin and the enemy of our souls 
and turning our faces toward 
Jesus and His glory; submitting 
ourselves to God and His right- 
eousness. For Christ is the 
end of the law of righteousness 
to every one that believeth. 

The sin of the whole earth is 
the sin of Judas. Men do not 
disbelieve Christ, but they sell 
Him. 

Oh let us put on the breast 
plate of righteousness and wear 
it perfectly, by measuring up to 
His truth; then we will find His 
yoke is easy and His burden is 
light. 

When we have on a garment 
that does not feel comfortable, 
we know something is wrong 
with it. Somewhere it does not 


just fit perfectly for some cause, 
and it has to be ripped apart and 
made over. So it is in our lives 
without Jesus. His truth does 
not suit us or feel comfortable 
to our hearts, does not fit with 
the lives we live, or ever sound 
well to our ears. But when we 
repent and God makes us over, 
His breast plate of righteous- 
ness just fits: and His yoke is 
comfortable to wear. When we 
are saved from all sin and sub- 
mit ourselves to God’s right- 
eousness, He gives us peace, joy 
and eternal life. Praise God. 
Then we possess something 
worth more than gold.
